A horrible and mysterious murder yesterday 
ushered in the beautitnl Sabbath morning. 
Before, the chimes and belle from church aud 
cathedral had sammoned God's worshippers to 
their several sanctuaries, His day had been dese- 
crated by the foulest crime; an infitm, inoffen- 
sive old man had received his death from a mur- 
derous band; and his corpee, gory and ghastly 
with wounds, from which the Llood was still 
ebbing, had been discovered, supine on the floor 
of his habitation, beside the bed from which 
he had but lateiy arisen. Before the 
late risers of a Sunday morning were ject astir 
the murder bad sent a shudder of horror and 
dismay to the bearts of alatge number; it was 
being descanted upon as Ghe of Chicago's most 
remarkable and hideous criminal mysteries; peo- 
ple were wending their way to the scene of the 
tragedy; others were already peering with eager 
curiosity through the keyhole of the house in 
which lay the corpse, or athempting to penetrate 
within to have a sight of the bloody spectacle: 
the police were in charge of the old man’s late 
dwelling-jlace; to ever pol Btaiion the 
news of the crime pad on flashed 
by telegraph; police o s were examiving 
the people in the neigh with reference 
to gaining a clew to the deter or murder ers; 
already the excitement indignation; wher-

THE VI 
of this mysterious murd 
German, between 50 aud 
a saloon at 35 Went ke street, near 
the. corner of that Ctaoroughiare and 
Canal, street, aod took bis meals and alep: 
therein. He waa discovered between 8 and 9 
o'clock yesterday morning, by Mra. Julia Rust, 
a German woman, who resides on the upper 
floor of No. 38, the pext building west, lying on 
the saloon floor, with his head crushed and cut 
in several places—dead. 

THE SCENE “OF THE MURDER 

is a low, two-story, ug frame building at the 
number designated. It is on the north side of 
Lake, and the first building west of Cabal street, 
several vacant lots intervening bei seen it aud 
the latter thoroughfare. Over the goor is a sign 
announcing that Schlitz's lager is here sold. 
and the windows inform the publie that J. 
Wilcke is the proprietor of the place, Inside, the 
appearance is that of the ordinary kind of lager- 
beer saloons. The walls are low, and dingy 
with dust and the secretions of time; several 
bracket kerosene lamps, fastened along the sides 
of the 100m, are employed to furnish the. il- 
lumioating power in the night time; a bar, be- 
biad which are shelves whereon were arranged 
the bottles providing various liquors for cus- 
tomers, for the trade was not wholly confined to 
beer, occupied for perhaps 8 or 10 feet the 
right-band side of the apartment as ove en- 
tered the Lake street entrance; several tables 
were arranged along the wall on the left. 
Just beyond the end of the bar was a small table 
upon which restéd the keg of beer, and still bo- 
youd this was a large yellow ice-chest. A stove 
was the central aod most prominent piece of 
furniture, besides which the other appointments 
of the room were several chairs, empty beer- 
kégs, empty seltzer- bottles ling moand the 
ice~chest, aud several pop boxes, 

Besides the Lake-street entrance there is a 
door at the rear of tae apartment, which leads 
into a small dirty back-yard, whence ove may 
proceed througa the broken fences either 
into an alley which runs along- 
side of a carriage-manufactory and into a lum- 
ber-yard fronting on Cliaton street, or across the 
vacant lots, before mentioned, upon Canal 
street.

A HIDEOUS SPECTACLE

and called for the ase:stance of Mr. H. F. Rose, a 
geptloman who keeps a news stand on the 
ground floor of No. 38 Both of the men theo 
entered the soon, and one glance confirmed 
the woman's suspicions. Mr. at once 
bastened for a policeman, but did not en- 
coupter one until be reached the Madison Street 
Station. In resvonse,to his information Sergt. 
Johnson, Detective Tim Simmons, and Officers 
Quivlan and McKaig repaired to the scene. 
Wilcke was discovered lying on his back, with 
bis head among a lot of empty seltzer bottles 
and pop boxes, just under the edge of his bank, 
his feet outward towards the beer stand.

Life was entirely extigct, though the body had 
not yet assumed all the rigidity of death, and 
was still warm. It was the opinion of the of- 
cer that he bad not been dead above two 
hours at the most. Tue face was obscured by 
the currents of blood which poured from several 
gaping wounds, and a bideous pool had gathered 
upon the floor, oozing away under the rude 
bunk, and staining with ite sanguinary hue the 
bottles and boxes among which it made iis 
devious course. His hair was clotted 
matted with the blood from a wound which 
alone would have caused instant death, iuflieted 
upoo the upver pact of the head, and extending 
downwards to the right temple. :

The fight which has been going on for some 
time past between the Eastern and Western 
stockholders of the Chicago, Burlington & Quin- 
cy Railroad, and which has ended in the over- 
throw of the Western party and their leader, Mr. 
J. F. Joy, has lately been much commented upon. 
In view of the recent difficulties, a history of the 
road, showing the connection of Mr. Joy and 
other leading Western capitalists in building un 
this line until it became one of the leading and 
most prosperous iu the country, must be of con- 
siderabie interest.

Messrs, Stephens and Blennerhaszet Re- 
ply to His Bill. 
Statement of Their Dealings with 
Him. 


The New Tork Sun of Saturday has the fol- 
lowing letter from Messers. Stephens and Blen- 
nerhasset, New York partners of . F. Allen's, 
in reply te the allegatiqns contaimed in his ball 
of complaint: 

Extracts from a bill of complaint in an action 4 
by B. F. Allen against William A. Stephens an er- 
man Blennerbessett, American Exchange National 
Bank, and others, were published in the newspapers 
of the 4th inst.

PRACTICAL WORKING OF CIVIL RIG&TS.

The conclusion which we draw therefrom, as 
well as our own observation and judgment, is 
that the new order of things instituted by 
this bill is not likely to cause either po- 
litical or social disturbance of any impor- 
tance, and certainly nothing like a revulsion 
in the status of parties, or in the present re- 
lations between black and white, both of 
which circumstances have been freely pre- 
dicted by the Democratic press. The cgn- 
clusions in Cincinnati and New York are 
that the effect of the new law will be scarcely 
appreciable; and these are cities which 
would be among the first to feel any effect, — 
the former because it is just opposite Ken- 
tucky, and contains a large negro 
population, and the latter because 
it would be more frequently visited, 
perhaps, than any other city by the 
classof negroes likely to apply for admission 
into first-class hotels and for choice seats at 
the theatres. It is not unlikely that a test 
case will be made up as early as possible to 
enable the Supreme Court to pass upon the 
constitutionality of the law. If it is not sus- 
tained by that tribunal, there is an end to it ; 


in such a manner as to occasion no percept- 
ible change in the present general customs of 
hotels, railroads, steamboats, theatres, and 
ather places of public entertainment included 
in the law. 

In the first placé, it must be remembered 
that the number of colored people who will 
seek to avail themselves of the full privilege 
of the law in a way that would be offensive 
to whites is as yet véry small. It is only 
negroes who have ample means (and their 
number is extremely limited) who can afford 
to travel in Pullman cas, stop at first-class 
hotels, and occupy the choice places at the 
theatres. The number of applicants for 
these privileges will only increase with 
the advancement of the negro’s condition, 
wealth, and intelligence; and the existing 
prejudice, which is peculiar to this country, 
will wear off gradually as the whites become 
thus gradually accustomed to their presence. 
In Englar 1. France, Germany, or any other 
European country, Algerian, Morocco, Egyp- 
tian, West Indian, and also American blacks, 
are treated with the same courtesy and con- 
sideration as white people, and enjoy all the 
privileges sought to be conferred upop them 
here by law. The reason is that there is no 
remnant in those countries of a prejudice 
which grew up under a condition of slavery, 
and colored persons who travel there are 
usually possessed of as much money, intelli- 
gence, and respectability in appearance and 
emfnner as the average white tourist. The 
black would only be extluded from a theatre 
or hotel in any European country for the 
same reasons which would exclude a white 
man,—inability to pay, disreputable conduct, 
or repulsive personal appearance. 

Until the absurd American prejudice is 
worn off by the friction of actual contact, 
and up to the time that any considerable 
number of colored people,in this country 
shall have money enough to avail themselves 
of their new legal privileges, the inn-keepers, 
theatre-managers, and others, will have little 
difficulty in disposing of the question. In 
hotels the proprietors reserve the right of 
allotting white people such apartments as they 
choose, and the same right cannot well be 
‘denied them in dealing with blacks. Most 
first-class hotels have moré than one dining- 
room,—generally one large dining-room and 
two or three smaller ones. So long as there 
is no notable or conspicuous effort to treat 
negroes as an inferior race, when their ap- 
pearance and conduct are unobjectionable, 
we do not believe the negroes themselves will 
try to force any issue under the bill. Mean- 
while, there will be hotels whigh will seek 
their patronage as soon as there is enough of 
it to be profitable. | 

Thus it will be seen chat any change that 
will be produced by the Civil-Rights bill is 
likely to be gradual and harmless. All the 
political danger was taken out of the bill when 
the provision regarding mixed schools was 
dropped. The sooner the American péople 
overcome a mere color-prejudice, and cease to 
regard a man as objectionable on account of 
his complexion, who wears as good ciothes, 
has as neat an appearance, and deports him- 
self as decently as the unobjectionable white 
man, the more creditable it will be. to the 
intelligence of the American people.

FITZ JORN PORTER, 

Frrz Jon Porrzr became a Ma‘or-General 
at an exceptionally early age. Gallantry ip 
the field gave him his rank. He served in 
the Army of the Potomac under McCue.iay, 
under Porz, and then under MCL 
again. He was afterwards tried by à court- 


martial for disobedience of orders sent him 


by Porn, was found guilty, and was cashiered. 
He has since been trying to get a new trial. 
His applicatiow for it is based on four 
grounds. First, the trial was at a time of 
great popular passion, when the people 
demanded the ptnishment of somebody 


for the unfortunate Manassas campaign, 


and when the army was split into McCLe.ian 
and Por factions, neither of them willing to 
do justice to the other. Under these cireum- 
stances, a fair trial was, he says, an impossi- 
bility. Second, the majority of the particular 
court which tried him was prejudiced against 
him. One of his nine judges was actually a 
witness against him. Third, the first order 
he disobeyed (that of Aug. 27, 1862) directed 
him to move forward at 1 a. m., but reaZy 
left it to his discretion. The context of the 
order is depended upon to prove this. Porter 
advanced at 3,—two hours after he was 
directed to do so. He submits testimony to 
show that his troops were so worn out that 
they had to rest before marching ;' that his 
subordinate Generals advised him to delay; 
that his corps got to the destination as soon 
as it would have done had it started at 1 
o'clock ; and that the hour was, at any rate, 
left to his discretion. Fourth, obedience to 
the second order (that of Aug. 29, 1862) 
would have been, he declares, a piece of mad- 
ness. This order directed him to attack 
Jacxson’s flank and rear. It was sent at 4:30 
p. m. At noon of that day Loxesrazrr had 
joined Jacxson. Porn did not know this; 
Porter did. He therefore did not attack. 
He claims that, had he done so, his corps 
would have been crashed. Popz’s whole 
army would have been flanked, and 
Washington would have been taken. 
The testimony needed .to establish the 
truth of this statement is that of Confederate 
Generals. It could not be had at the time of 
the trial. Ponrsr has collected it since the 
close of the War. He submits the evidence 
of severel ex-Confederates, among them 
Lonostrert and LX. The former says: My 
command was ready to receive any attack 
after 11 o'clock a. m.; and we all were 
particularly anxious to bring on the battle 
after 12 m., Gen. Lu more so than the rest.” 
This new testimony is the strongest point in 
Porter's case, and should be given due 
weight. It is the custom to grant a new trial 
to any defendant who learns of new and im- 
portant evidence, not attainable by ordinary 
care at the Sime.of his conviction, Porvren’s 
appeal for this privilege is backed by the 
opinions @f a number of eminent lawyers, 
and by manifold memorials. ä 

On the other hand, friends of Gen. Porn 
claim that Porter’s guilt was and is unques- 
tionable. One of them, who was on the field 
of battle, writes to the Cincinnati Commercial 
that Porter, with one-third of all Porn’s 
forces, with nearly all the infantry and artil- 
lery of the regular army, with hig soldiers 
fresh and eager to fight, and with urgent or- 
ders to attack, held back his men, caused the 
loss of the battle of Aug. 29, and finally re, 
treated without firing a shot. The writer 
makes the following forcible answer to the 
plea that LonesTrerr’s junction with Jackson 
made attack impossible :

Hed THE PAWNBROKERS. 
The Grand Jury now in session should act 


upon a recommendation made by one of its 
recent predecessors, that the pawnbrokers 
of this city be subjected to a rigid investiga- 
tion. This class of harpies has grown enor- 
mously in number and in the boldness of 
their thieving operations during the present 
city administration. The statement is made, 
and itis entirely within bounds, that nine- 
tenths of the stolen property discovered 
is traced to the pawnbrokers; and 
it is highly probable that a Still 
greater proportion of the stolen property not 
recovered is spirited away through their 
agency. The pawn-shops and the junk- 
shops, with a few exceptions, are to-day the 
worst pests in Chicago. They are conspicn- 
ously known to the police, and very general- 
ly to the public, as the repositories for stolen 
goods. In this character they are a per- 
manent encouragement of thieving. The 
chief weakness of thieves is their awkward- 
ness in disposing of their plunder, and thiev- 
ing may be checked morp effectually by cut- 
ting off the safe places for the sale of stolen 
goods than by any other means. 

The pawnbrokers of the different large 
cities have a system of exchange, whereby 
the goods stolen in Chicago of a character 
likely to be recogniged or sought for are sent 
off to St. Louis, Cincinnati, or New York, 
and the stolen goods of those cities disposed 
of here. There is a sign on one of the State 
street pawn-shops which resds: ‘* New 
York pledges for sale here.” It might as 
well read, New York stolen goods for 
sale here.” Is not that what it really 
means? The police know all this 
perfectly well, but they make no ef- 
fort to break up the system, but rather 
encourage it by the negotiation for stolen 
goods on behalf of the vigtims of theft. It 
is, therefore, necessary that the Grand Jury 
take hold of the matter. Indictments should 
be found in every case where there is suffi- 
cient evidence to warrant a probability of 
conviction on the charge of receiving stolen 
goods; and where this eviderice cannot be 
actually got together, but circumstances 
justify a strong suspicion, names should be 
reported, with a recommendation for revoking 
licenses. The revenue which the city re- 
ceives from ‘pawnbrokers is insignificant 
with the general loss by theft’ which these 
people render possible, and facilitate, 

Some intelligent member of the Legislature 
might make for himself a name and a record 


| by devising a scheme for the regulation of 


the pawnbrokers, putting them under such 
statutory restraint as will compel them to 
follow their business in an honest and legiti- 
mate way, or abandon it. As it is now, they 
merely serve to oppress the poor in their 
necessities, and to sustain and encourager ob- 
bery. Meanwhile the Grand Jury may do 
much toward breaking the power of these 
people for evil-doing by harassing them on 
every occasion. They are entitled to no sym- 
pathy.

THE CURE FOR COAL STRIKES. 

Since 1870, the coal trade of England and 
America has been in a state of constant and 
chronic confusion on account of strikes. 
There has seemed to be some mysterious con- 
nection between striking with a pick at a coal- 
seam, and striking with idleness, words, and 
sometimes violence, against mine-owners. 
Nearly every English manufacturing industry 
has been seriously embarrassed by the rise in 
the price of coal caused by strikes. That rise 
was 100 per cent between 1870 and 1873, and 
it was succeeded by a fall of nearly as much 
in 1873-4, after a series of desperate strikes to 
avert it. Mr. Tsomas Brasszy shows, in 
his Work and Wages,” that these disturb- 
ances have driven a great part of the Russian 


iron orders from England to Belgium and’ 


Germany, During the same time, American 
industries have suffered in the same way. In 
Illinois and Indiana, the miners seem to work 
only as a recreation.

There has been 
in operation in England, since 1867, a system 
in some branches of manufacture which has 
stopped strikes, created the heartiest good- 
will between employers and employes, and 
greatly increased the incomes of both classes. 
There are few students in social science who 
have not heard of the industrial partnership 
between the Briaas brothers, the owners of 
the Methley collieries in Yorkshire, England, 
and their men; but the successful experiment 
is as yet little known save by such students. 
The Burgas brothers were in constant 
trouble with their men, who were an idle, 
drinking, uproarious set, always ready for a 
strike, and bitterly hostile to their employ- 
ers.

In the fourth year the 
profits, over the 8 per cent gividend, 
were more than $30,000. At present, a fixed 
percentage of the annual profit is devoted to 
schools, library, eto, for the benefit of the 
miners.

An Extensive but Cautious Busi- 
ness Generally Expected.

Widespread Feeling of Confidence---

New York Tribune, March 6, 

The spring trade in general has opened with 
bright prospects, and those wholesale and retail 
dealers who have been seen give hopeful re- 
ports. Confidence has been iuspired both in 
buyers and wholesale houses, and the discreet 
manner in which the country dealers 
have made their purchases has given whole- 
sale houses ths belief that reckless trad- 
ing, to a great extent, has been done away wich.

Terrible Punishment Meted Out te 
Convicts in New Zealand.

I obtained an order from the Governor of the 
jail to be present afew weeks ago while three 
prisoners who were undergoing sentence 1e- 
ceived punishment, The doctor was there too, 
but beyond a few casual remarks that passed 
nothing was said.

YOUNG MEN IN POLITICS. 


To the Editor of The Chicagé Tribune: 

One result of the Civil War was to place firmly 
in party power the men who were prominent be- 
fore and during that struggle as its supporters 
and its opponents. They formed, uncopsciously 
perhaps, a close corporation, which managed the 
States and the United States, shaped the nation- 
al policy, and distributed the national offices. 
Several evils have resulted from this state of 
things. Grave mistakes have been too often 
condoned on account of a record of * loyalty,” 
Unscrupulous tricksters have ‘‘ wrapped the flag 
of freedom about them” with wonderful en- 
thusiasm for the sake of hiding their pockets 
bulgiig out with bribes. Ihis ready 
tolerance of the present for the sake 
of the past bas piven rite to a good 
deal of reckless and dishonorable legislation. 
The last elections were. a significant warning 
that the country was growing tired of this sort 
of thing, and wanted the Republican party to do 
something more than live on its past glories 
and let the Butlers and the Kelloggs fasten 
present shame upon it. Moreover, these men, 
who were trained in the ante-War andthe War 


schools, wei e, many of them, unfit,to grapple with’ 


tue dehease problems of taxation, finance, and 
currency, which peace brougut into prominence, 
Taey have made sad work of them in some 
cases. It is not in the nature of things, again, 
that an old politician should be an ardent reform- 
er. He may be forced to play the role, but he 
does so with an ill grace. The Congressmen 
who have been accustomed to reward their 
benchmen for a dozen years with fat offices 
were loth to abandon the spoils of victory. 
Civil-Service Reform bas been made à farce by 
the men who should have heartily seconded the 
President's plans and wishes to make it a suc- 
cess. 

In a word, @ numberof our State and national 
officials lag — onthe stage of politics. 
They are simply obstructive. You can count on 
your fingers the Congressmen whose names are 
identified with any great good idea. We are 
now passing through a stage like that of Eu- 
glish politics during the latter part of Palmer- 
ston’s career. Bagehot says, in the preface to 
his “English Constitation,” that. Palmerston 
kept all young men in obscurity, and by the 
sheer force of his ab r kept back all re- 
form, although he led the Liberal party. When 
he died an army of new men came into promi- 
nence, and England was revolutionized, and 
many Wise, progressive measures soon 
laws. 

We do not want boys airing crude and imma- 
ture notions in our 
we do want a eprinkling of fresh ideas 
and philosophical thought. in those bodies. 
We want a reinforcement of educated men who 
have time to attend to their duties, zeal to study 
them, and ambition which will urge the exer- 
tion of all their powers. To take a case near 
home, we need some fresh, vigorous thinkers in 
the Illinois Legislature. A place in that body is 
a very small thing to an old partisan politician ; 
it would be a great thing*to a young, ambitious 
man with clear ideas. There are a number of 
„ able, honest, and ambi- 

ious, who would g 12 to Springfield aad do 
their best,—if they co get the chance. The

It is 
claimed by those who favored this law and urged 
its adoptipn that it will supersedeshe State laws, 
and guargntee to the colored people equal priv- 
ileges with all others. It is also stated that the 
United States officets under this act will enforce 
its provisjons, and dompel obedience on the part 
of the proprietors of hotels and theatres. A 
Tribune neporter conversed yesterday with the 
managers of several of the leading theatres as to 
the probable effect of the law on their business. 

Theodore Moss, of Wallack’s Theatre, said 
that the management had vot determined how 
toact. ‘Theatres ate a luxury, and the manag- 
ers oughtito have the right to run them in their 
own way, aud admit whom they pleased to ad- 
mit, and to refuse atimigsion to those who would 
injure their business or who were otherwise ob- 

ectionable. Sheridan Shook. of the Union Park 

‘heatie, stated that the theatre would no doubt 
obey the law, but it did not follow that colored 
people would be admitted except upon the con- 
ditions mide by the 1 Mr. Fiske, of 
Daly’s Fifth Avyeone Theatre, said that there 
had been get aside a portion of the family circle 
ia that hohse for colored people, and he did not 
expect that the arrangements would be altered ex- 
cept unde# ad vice of ¢ounsel. In London, at the St. 
James, one of the fashionable theatres, he had 
seen colored people Fitting next to Duchesses 
and noblemen, and occupying the best places. 
He thought that in a few years the prejudice 
against cojored le in this country would 
wear away; and they would enjoy equal privileges 
without question dr notice. Mr. Tooker, of 
Booth’s Theatre, stated that there would proba- 
biv bea tnion of ihtereste, aod the theatres 
would be governed ty the advice of counsel. At 
the Lyceum Theatre and the Academy of Music 
it was alsa understobd thatthe managers would 
be guided jn their comrse by con sel. 

At several of the most promicent hotels in the 
city, whege inquiries were made yesterday 
as to the action proposed to be taken in re- 
lation to the Ciyil-Rights bill, the man- 
arers were found ta be very reticentupon the 
subject antl disposed to evade the question. At 
the Fifth) Avenne Hotel, Mr. Griswold said 
he did not think that the bill would trouble the 
New York \‘hotel-proprictors. To the question 
if he woulfl permit ¢olored mento bave such 
rooms as they desired, be said he did not allow 
his present gnests to dictate to him as to what 
portion of the house they would occupy; they 
were assigped euch rooms as he saw fit to give 
them, and if they were pot satirfied they were 
at perfect ſiberty to go elsewhere. He declared 
that his comrge would be suqh as would be for 
the best advantage of the House and for the 
comfort of his patrars; but if a colored man 
came he would give him a room. In answer to 
the questidn if he would allow colored peopie to 
sic at the general table, Mr. Griswold taid that 
there was more than one dining-room to tie hotel, 
that be certainly would not refuse to feed a col- 
ored guest; and would take him into such of the 
rooms as hep saw fit. 

At the Grand Cental, H. L. Powers, the lessee, 
was Called uvon, and, in reply to the question 
whether bd would etertain colored guests, be 
said that he did pot think he would be either 
honored ortroubled with them., When asked if 
he would allo them to sit at the general table, 
he s@id that the hotel was provided with three 
dining-roomes, and as he did not allow any one to 
dictate in his establishment. be could dispose of 
colored euésts as he ta fit, aud that if he saw 
fit to put apy one in the smallest dining-room ue 
should do go. 

At other hotels tbe proprietors said that they 
were uot pkepared to commit themselves upon 
ibe subject; that they thought it was a matter 


which would regulate iteelt, aod when the time 


came for agtion they would be better able to say 
what they would do. At the St. Denis, in reply 
to the question whether the hotel would admit 
colored guqste, the clark eaaid that if it was the 
law he supposed that there would be nothing 
left for tue management to do but to obey. The 
general mebression given by the proprietors was 
tift.probatily all their rooms would be occu- 
pied, or not in a condition to receive undesira- 
le guests. 

In oconvéreation with the leading up-town 
restanrant-proprietor$ yesterday, with one ex- 
ception, there was found a bitter sentiment of 
opposition to the features of the Civil-Rights 
Lil relating to the’enfertainmeut of the negro in 
public houses and regtauran:¢. One proprietor, 
of many years’ experi¢nce® with colored waiters, 
had found them the first to protest against serv- 
ing their own people. He thought it a matter 
that would ‘regulate itself; that the interests of 
his busines¢ aud the senuments of his patrons 
shoukl be protected, and tuis even at the disre- 
gard of law. He preferred to pay penaltios 
rather chan] suffer the destruction of bis bun- 
ness, Aodther gentleman, employing Freoch 
servants, gtated that he should exercise 
the right, as he dlways had, of disorim- 
inating with regard tb the quality and cha:acter 
of bis patrons; that be could not entertain col- 
ored people, intoxicated or disreputable persons, 
nor those who were ubtidily dressed; that in all 
these matters he was obliged to oxerciss the 
greatest caytion. The seutiments of other e 
prietors wete found to be similar to these. Only 
one was found that expressed himself willing to 
abide by thé law. However disagreeable it might 
be to bim personally, he said he knew of no 
other alvernative, andincase his servants should 
refuse to wait upon dolored persons, be would 
servo them ‘himself. One proprietor had in a 
few instances served them in a retired part of 
his saloon, or in a sepaote room, and would 
continue to No s as long as it did not injure his

In regard to the 
state of the law it did not appear to him at the 
present time Mr. Mitchel would be liable to ar- 
rest by reason of the original sentence or of his 
being at large before the expiration of his sen- 
tence. [ Hear, hear.”] s second question 
asked him was, whether Mr. Mitchel could be 
proceeded against for breaking the prison. The 
statutes of Van Dieman's Land provided a - 
alty upon any person who aided and abetted the 
escape of aprisover, but no penalty at all against 
the prisoner himself I Hear hear! ], but he 
conceived the escape from prison before 
the expiration of the sentence was a misdemean- 
orat common law, although he imagined no 
person at the present time would think 
prosecuting against Mr. Mitchel be- 
of escape, [Cheers.}] The 
third question which the learned mem- 
ber asked was under what disability 
Mr. Mitchel labored if he could not be artested 
by reason of what had taken place.

If & conditional pardon were granted, 
and the conditions were complied with, the re- 
sult would be the same as if a free pardon under 
the Great Seal bad been granted. Where the 
pinch lay in the present case was that Mr. 
Mitchel bad no: endured the whole of his sen- 
tence. I Hear, hear! ] He had not received 
either a free or a conditional pardon, so that 
until he had endured his sentence, all the dis- 
qualifications of a felon Were attached to him. 
Hear, bear! 

Sir W. Vernon Harcourt said the matter bad 
come somewhat suddenly upon the House, and 
he did not feel in a situation to express a confi- 
dent opinion upon a question which Waa a great 
constitutional ove, and at the same time one of 
enormous difficulty.

THE FLOOD. 
Te the Editor of The Chicago Tridwune: 

CMO, March 7,—Much fear seems to be on- 
tertained from a flood, and Canal Commissioner 
Brainard bas Written a very sensible article on 
the subject. Provided we have a heavy rain, the 
Desplaines River will doubtless overflow anda 
large portion of its waters come tothe Chicago 
River, but if it does there is no such body of ice 
to come with it as in 1849; then Mud Lake covy- 
ered several hundred acres, and all the ice from 
it came this way, but, by ditching and draining, 
there is left but a narrow channel to hold 
heavy ice. 4 barrier at the Des- 
plaines can be made 
hold back the ice even if it gorges on the 
Desplaives below the Ogden ditch. 

The most likely places for gorging in Chicago 
River are at the Fort Wayne and Burlington 

railroad bridges, and if they hold no danger can 

oceur below. A rise of 4 feet at thoge bridges 
will throw the water over the docks, and, by the 
way of the Rock Island and Michigan Southern 
Railroads tracks, which are at low grade, the 
water will spread and find its way into the 
nver again. If the vessels and canal- 
boats do not get started so as to biock the way, 
the water aod ice north of Twelfth street will 
cause no danger. In 1849, vessels, canal-boats, 
and float-bridges all came down the river to- 
gether, and, although it gorged at Randolph 
street bridge, the water did not go over Market 
street to any extent, and the street was then 
several feet lower than it is now. 

Water may back throuch the sewers into base- 
ments, but all fear of water in the streets or of 
damage to elevators should be dispelled, In 
1849 we bad no sewers for the water to back 
through or damage. 
rise from 6 northeast 
to cross Lake street, but the grade 
was lower by 6 feet than now. 
As soon as sufficient water runs into the river 
to create a current towards the lake, the foul 
water from the branches will rot and remove the 
ice faster thun all the ice-men in town can do it.

Judgments and New Suits. 


THE ORDER OF HARUGARI. 

The Harmonia Lodge No. 130, of the Order of 
Harugari, is in an unfortunate predicament, and 
with a view of relieviog itself in some manner it 
filed a bill in the Superior Court against. Philip 
Helfenstein, Mathias Kuebel, and Wilhelm 
Schroeder, its former Trustees. The Lodge, it 
seems, belonged to an Order scattered over the 
United States and Germany, whose object, gen- 
erally, is the mutual assistance of its members. 
The three Trustees were, by the constitution of 
the Order, invested with the general control of 
the Lodge over which they were elected to pre- 
side, avd also had charge of its moneys and 
other personal property? But in August, 1873, 
they, with a few others, seceded, and formed 
Harmonia Lodge No. 61, of the Independent 
Order of the Harugari, carrying with them the 
funds of the other Lodge.
